Accused of Voting 3 Times. 


Madison county authorities 
said their investigation showed 
that Crowder, a special deputy 
sheriff of Madison county and 
his wife, Margaret, each voted 
three times in Precinct 3 of 
Nameoki township, using Her-| 
zing’s address. The Crowders, 
who live in Granite City, in a 
different precinct, were indict- 
ed in October by the county 
grand jury for vote fraud on | 
complaint of precinct election 
officials, whose confirmation 
had been opposed by Herzing. 

On Jan. 27, Mr. and Mrs. 
Crowder pleaded guilty to the 
charges in the indictment, and 
sought probation. Circuit Judge 
James O. Monroe Jr. set a 
hearing on their plea for next 
Monday. 

Herzing’s slate. which went 
down to defeat following a hot 
political fight, included Ken- 
neth Lane, chairman of the 
board of trusteés of Local 575, 
who was candidate for con- 
stable. 

Herzing defended his admin- 
{stration in an interview and 
asserted that “a handful of 
malcontents” is causing trou- 
ble. “They want to upset our 
union rules,” he added. 

Complaint to NLRB. 

An insurgent group of 35 
suspended members of Local 
575, headed by William Ran- 
dolph and William Hogan, has 
complained to the National La- 
bor Relations Board about al- 
leged intimidation by Herzing, 
who is a former chief of police 
of Nameoki. It is also charged 
that between 24 and 40 union 
members were fired by the 
company at union urging. Ho- 
gan and Randolph had sug- 
gested decertification of Local | 
575. because of Herzing’s al- | 
leged domination, in handbills 
they passed out at the plant | 
gates last month. This action 
was termed an illegal picket 
line after some workmen failed 
to report in the plant that day. 

Denying charges that he 
suppressed free speech at un- 


ion meetings, Herzing de- 
clared that Arley Potts, a un- |, 
ion trustee, “talked ‘all the 


time until his card was pulled 
for activity on a recent picket 
line set up by Hogan and Ran- 
dolph.” Potts has had no voice 
in union affairs since losing 


his card, Herzing added. When 


a workman’s union card is 
“pulled” he ceases 
member in good standing and 
cannot work in the Smith plant.

The new Soviet ambassador, 
Mikhail A. Menshikov., due 
here late today Diplomats 
wondered whether the suc- 
cessor to Georgi N. Zarubin, 
last month. will have 
fresh instructions about push- 
ing East-West negotiations. 

Mr. Eisenhower conferred for

Che Navy, studying the re- 
mains of two Vanguard rockets 
that failed, was uncertain today 
that it could put a fully in- 
strumented earth satellite into 
orbit on schedule next month. 

Instead, Navy spokesmen 
were talking about doing it 
sometime within the Interna- 
tional Geophysical Year. That 
is their basic commitment. The 
vear, a world-wide co-operative 
research effort, will end on 
Dec. 31. 

Meanwhile, it was learned 
the Air Force had told the | 
Defense Department it believe 
it could launch a_ thousand- 
pound space vehicle by mext 
June. The Air Force would 
use its Thor intermedate range 
ballistic missile for such a 
launching. 

Poll Apparently Made. 

The Air Force notified the 
Defense Department of this 
about two weeks ago, in con-| 
nection with what seems to 
have amounted to a poll by 
the department of the space 
capabilities and potentials of | 
all three of the armed forces. 

The Air Force interest would 
be oriented on military aspects 
and presumably would not be 
related to the scientific Van- 
guard satellite project of the 
Navy and the initially scientific 
phase of the Army’s Explorer 
program. 

The Army put its first Ex- 
plorer into orbit last Friday. 
The Navy tried and failed for 
the second time carly yester- 
day to send up a Vanguard test 
launching vehicle. 

To move. into the space field 
with the Thor might require 
a slight step-up in production 
of the missile. The present 
schedule provides for about 
seven Thors a month 

The Thor's liquid fuel rocket 
engine is built by Rocketdyne 
division of North American 
Aviation, Inc 

The Thor statellite launcher 
would include in its assembly 
components of the X-17 re- 
search rocket and the Navaho 
guided missile. The rocket of 
the Navaho might be used as 
the second stage for the satel- 
lite launcher. The Navaho is 
a guided missile with 5000 
miles range. The Pentagon de- 
cided a few months ago to halt 
the Navaho project in favor of 
another 5000-mile range wea-

Improper Handling of 
Unstamped Packages 
Charged—Gov., Blair 
Says Revenue Loss Is 


High. .

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 6— 
Cigarette tax stamping ma- 
chines of the gangster-con- 
trolled Automatic Cigarette 
Sales Co. of St. Louis county, 
and of six other companies 
in the St. Louis area have been 
seized by Missouri officials. 
They alleged improper handling 
of unstamped cigarettes, the 
Post-Dispatch was told today. 

R. B. Browning, supervisor of 
cigarette tax collection in the 


Department of Revenue, said 
the machines had been contfis- 


cated in the last month. In 
addition, three companies vol- 
untarily surrendered their 


machines because they were no 
longer handling cigarettes. 

Gov. James T. Blair told a 
reporter he did not know how 
much tax revenue the state 
had lost through the sales of 
unstamped cigarettes but he 
asserted the amount was sub- 
stantial. 

“If the state had not been 
losing considerable money, we 
would not be engaged in this 
investigation,” he said. 

Average annual yield of the 
tax is $10,000,000. 

The seizures were disclosed 
after Gov. Blair yesterday di- 
rected the Department of 
Revenue to investigate sales 
licenses of cigarette dealers in 
an effort to determine whether 
the dealers have any connec- 
tions with gangster elements. 
As reported in a series of arti- 
cles last November in the Post- 
Dispatch, the cigarette vending 
field is one in which local 
gangsters and hoodlums have 
been expanding their activities. 

Won’t Name Other Firms. 

Failure to affix the stamps 
to the packages permits eva- 
sion of the tax and the intro- 
duction of stolen. cigarettes 
into the trade, it ‘was pointed 
out. Browning declined to give 
the names of the six other 
companies or to say whether 
the state had suffered any loss 
of revenue. 

With respect to Automatie 
Sales and the six other com- 
panies, the basis for the seizure 
was the allegation the company 
had bought unstamped cigar- 
ettes from other companies 
after the first transaction in 
this state. 

The law requires that stamps 
must be affixed on cigarettes 
on the first transaction in this 
State. 

In other words, when a 
wholesaler in Missouri imports 
cigarettes from outside the 
state, the cigarettes must be 
stamped before they can be 
sent to another wholesaler or a 
retailer in this state. Brown- 
ing said the department's in- 
vestigation showed the seven 
companies had bought the un- 
stamped cigarettes from other 
wholesalers in the state, which 
would make the purchase the 
second transaction in Missouri, 

How Device Is Used. 

The stamp is really an im- 
pression rather than a separate 
stamp. When a_ wholesaler 
gets ready to distribute a ship- 
ment of cigarettes he takes his 


— 


machine to the Department of 


Revenue, where it is set for 
the desired number of impres- 
sions. The wholesaler then 
pays the 2-cent-a-package tax. 

In St. Louis, where a city tax 
of 2 cents a package is also 
levied, there are 18 stamping 
machines in operation. A joint 
city-state stamp is used. 

When a “prime” wholesaler 
in St. Louis wishes to dispose 
of a stock of cigarettes, he first 
pays the state tax and receives 
a receipt. With the receipt, he 
produces his stamping machine 
at the office of City License 
Collector Joseph T. Hayden, 
where a clerk sets the machine 
for the specified number of 
packages, then locks and seals 
the device. The impression on 
the package carries the names 
of both state and city and is 
printed in a reddish ink rather 
than the purple used for the 
state alone. 

Vending Machines Checked. 

Hayden’s inspectors make 
routine checks of all cigarette 
vending machines in the city. 
When a vending machine is 
found with untaxed cigarettes, 
the machine is confiscated. The 
latest occurrence of this kind 
was about three months ago, 
Hayden said. 

Gov. Blair said the investi- 
gation would be extended to 
the Kansas City area soon. The

IN GOUNTY FAVOR 
FLUORIDATION 
DESPITE REPORT 


Committee Advised 
Dropping Efforts — 


Three on Council 


Agree and One Is 
Undecided. 


Three of the seven members 
of the St. Louis County Coun- 
cil said today they favor efforts 
to require fluoridation of pub- 
lic water supplies in the* coun- 
ty, despite a report from a 
council committee recommend- 
ing that such efforts. be 
dropped. 


The report was made yester- 
day by the council Committee 
on Public Health, of which 
Frank L. Martini (Rep.), Fifth 
district is chairman. It recom- 
mended that a bill calling for 
flouridation of water supplies 
be dropped by the _ council 
“from the agenda at this time.” 

The report expressed the 
opinion that fluoridation as a 
means of reducing dental de- 
cay “has not obtained general 
public acceptance.” 

Members of the council who 
said they are in favor of the 
fluoridation bill despite the un- 
favorable committee report 
were: Maurice M. Abramson 
(Dem.), Third district: L. Gor- 
don Davis (Rep.), Seventh dis- 
trict, and Richard A. Hetlage 
(Rep.), Fourth district. Het- 


lage qualified his position by | 


saying he “leaned toward” 
fluoridation and disagreed with 
the committee report. 

One Member Undecided. 

Those opposing the measure 
were: Martini, George Bohrer 
(Rep.), Sixth district, and 
Thomas C. Dunne (Dem.), First 
district. Councilman James H. 
J. McNary (Dem.), Second dis- 
trict, said he was undecided. 


The unfavorable report was | 
signed by Martini and Dunne. | 


Abramson, a member of the 
committee, refused to sign it 
and said he would present a 
minority report next Wednes- 
day calling for approval of the 
bill 


If his efforts to revive the 
bill are defeated, Abramson 
said, he would seek to submit 
the question of flouridation to 
voters in the county in a refer- 
endum election. 


The fluoridation bill, which 
was introduced in the council 
last June, has been in the 
hands of the Martini commit- 
tee most of that time. The 
council previously delayed ac- 
tion on the measure three 
times. 

Against Dropping It. 

After the committee report 
was received yesterday, Davis, 
one of the sponsors of the bill, 
urged that it be held on the 
council’s agenda. He pointed 
out that the council is awaiting 
a medical report on the bene- 
fits of fluoridation, adding: “I 
don’t think at this time it 
would be proper to drop the 
bill.” 

The council accepted this 
recommendation with the re- 
sult that no action was taken 
on the committee recommenda- 
tion. 

The committee report, while 
acknowledging that fluorida- 
tion has been indorsed by both 
dental and medical organiza- 
tions as “a safe and practical 
means of reducing dental 
decay,” said it has received 
evidence that “individual phy- 
sicians and dentists do not 
agree.” It added: 

“Your committee must 
ognize that 
citizens who, for various rea- 
sons, strongly oppose fluorida- 
tion of the public water supply. 
While the committee does not 
have any means of accurately 
estimating the division of pub- 
lic opinien on this matter, the 
fact remains that the majority 
of communications received 
and personal contacts made to 
members of this committee 
were in opposition to fluorida- 
tion at this time. 

“Certainly it is clear that 
fluoridation has not been uni- 


rec- 


formly accepted in the United | 


States, although there has been 
an increasing trend toward 
fluoridation of water supplies.” 

The report called for defer- 


ring action until ‘‘a more cer- | 
tain and definite guide” has | 


been obtained through further 
studies of all aspects of fluori- 
dation.

Presently Gates 
Started a_ rival barbed-wire 
works and forced Ellwood to 
buy him out. A series of mer- 
gers followed that resulted in 
the American Steel & Wire Co.. 
which Gates disposed of to 
Morgan as a part of the Steel 
corporation 

There has been much discus- 
sion as to how Morgan came to 


form the. United States Steel 
corporation. As I recall. the 
immediate thing that moved 
him was the threat of a price 
war in the industry At anv 
rate, Gates thought himself 


entit'ed to'a place on the board 
of directors. His exc!usion bv 
Morgan started a feud between 
them that lasted as long as 
Gates lived. Into at least one 
of their financial battles | 
found myself drawn in an im- 
portant role.

of judicial review. 

The first conception would 
have a court strike down a 
statute because the Legisla- 
ture’s balancing of interests 
does “not commend itself to 
the court's notion of justice.” 
This verv broad scope, Judge 
Hand said, makes the court In 
effect a “third legislative 


chamber.” 

The second conception sees 
the court's job only as “‘keep- 
ing Congress and the states 
within their accredited author 
ity.’ Under this narrower view 
almost any means chosen by a 
Legislature should pass muster 


on judicial review as long as 
the end is within the legisla- 
tive powell

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Presidential Commentary 


President Eisenhower again has assumed a 
calm and realistic attitude toward the issue of 
presidential disability—an issue which his own 
health tended to precipitate. He told his press 
conference he hoped for prompt action to allow 
the Vice President to act when the President is 
disabled. 

Asked whether he favored a simple statute to 
permit this or a constitutional amendment, Mr. 
Eisenhower replied that he was for “anything 
that will do it.” The fact is that legislative 
action would do it at least two years earlier than 
a constitutional amendment, which involves a 
long ratification process 

A simple, direct law can be worked out by 
Congress and signed by the President in a short 
period. Such a law should, as the President 
says, be handled “without the slightest bit of 
partisanship.” 

> . . 

The President also offered sensible comment 
on the prospect for a tax cut. He said he might 
consider tax reduction in the event of a continu- 
ing economic decline, but he expressed distaste 
for trying to “fool with” the economy. He 
pointed out that only a few months ago the 
country was troubled by inflation, not recession. 

At this point in our history almost ‘anything 
the Government does has some effect on the 
economy. Defense spending, highway construc- 
tion, tax rates, tariff rates, discount rates—all 
these have an economic impact. The problem, as 
the President indicated, is for government to use 
its economic tools cautiously for the general 
welfare. 

On foreign affairs Mr. Eisenhower was also 
direct in statement. He announced that he and 
Secretary of State Dulles were “working very 
hard” to find an approach, with proper prep- 
aration, toward a summit meeting of the great 
powers. This is the first real indication from 
the White House that the United States is 
giving utmost attention to mounting world pres- 
sure for a summit conference. 

7 * - 

Finally, the Chief Executive was drawn into 
a discussion of the amazing contrast between 
his Chicago address on Jan. 20, in which he 
asked that national security be kept out of pol- 
itics, and an address the same night in Minne- 
apolis by his principal adviser, Sherman Adams, 
who accused the Democrats of politicking with 
defense and of responsibility for nearly every 
military catastrophe since Pearl Harbor. 

Though he implied vague disapproval of the 
Adams speech, Mr. Eisenhower went on to say 
he saw “no basic difference” between the two 
speeches He accepted Mr. Adams's own ex- 
planation that the Minneapolis speech offered a 
rebuttal in case the Democrats did inject par- 
tisanship into defense. This seems comparable 
to giving a man a black éye on the theory that 
he might hit you first. 

The partisanship of the Adams speech has no 
place in the defense situation, and no place in 
respect to President Eisenhower's own asser- 
tions that politics ought to be kept out of a host 
of major public issues. On that point the Pres- 
ident is on the soundest ground. 
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Time for a Second Look in Spain 

As Comptroller General, Joseph Campbell oc- 
cupies one of the key posts in Washington. He 
heads the General Accounting Office and there- 
fore acts as Congress's watchdog over federal 
spending. 

In the light of this, Mr. Campbell’s comment 
on the United States’s $483,000,000 air base pro- 
gram in Spain is enough to do some executive 
hair-curling. He says that there was no military 
need for one of the bases at all. That one, at 
San Pablo, was carried on only because its dis- 
continuance, in the Comptroller General's words, 
“would have an adverse effect on Spanish- 
American relations.” The cost of the San Pablo 
base was about $6,000,000 

Then, says Mr. Campbell, the vast base at 
Torrejon, just north of Madrid, was built be- 
cause “Spanish authorities wanted a base near 
the national capital as a show place.” The Tor- 
rejon base, which is expected to cost nearly 
$100,000,000, will create an air traffic control 
problem because it is so close to the Madrid 
international airport at suburban Barajas. 

This suggests that the Spanish bases were 
rooted just about as much on Franco’s needs 
and the needs of his economy as on defense of 
the West It is not too late to have another 
look at this costly program. If parts of it are 
already obsolete why not identify those parts 
and make appropriate adjustments? The missile 
and satellite costs will run so high that we can- 
not in good conscience spend any funds that 
can properly be saved on Spanish bases. Far 
better to invest it in economic assistance 

Comptroller General Campbell's comments 
will not make him popular with the pro-Franco 
crowd in Washington All the more credit to 
him for his plain speaking. 
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Out of Their Nest 
“Big league” basketball apparently is reaching 
maturity in St. Louis. Alex Hannum’s division- 
leading Hawks have lost some games and the 
coach is under the fire of Ben Kerner, the 


owner. It’s just like major league baseball 
and big-time college football. The coach is 
getting it. 


Hannum has been ordered to win some games 
with the star he kept on the bench, Frank Selvy. 
And in the best manner of the longer estab- 
lished professional sports, he has fired back 
that he will run the team. 

Agnong the pros, there is no de-emphasis. And 
they also know that an “inside” battle adds to 
the attractiveness of those put on regularly for 
the usual admission price. It certainly seems 
that the Hawks have come of age, and that 
they may fly as high as those older birds, the 
Cardinals. 
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The AFL-CIO Meant Business 


While James R. Hoffa, president of the Team- 
sters, gives signs of turning into a reasonable 
facsimile of a reasonable union leader, the AFL- 
CIO apparently is not overwhelmed. Orders 
have been going out to the lower levels of the 
federation’s affiliates to carry through: on the 
expulsion of the Teamsters at the national level. 
Most of these instructions are being carried out 
as a matter of course. 

The move does not mean.a “civil war” for 
labor. The AFL-CIO Executive Council, meeting 
in Miami Beach, has postponed plans that would 
mean war. The council put off indefinitely a 
proposal to invite Teamsters locals to quit that 
union and rejoin the AFL-CIO under special 
charters. But the expulsion move is not af- 
fected and will be carried down to the affiliates. 

There may be a few hard cases, however, such 
as that in Michigan. According to AFL-CIO au- 
thorities, the Michigan Federation of Labor so 
far has been kept even from merging with the 
State CIO body because of Teamster influence. 
But little more delay will be countenanced. At 
the opening of the national federation's Execu-

tive Council meeting, it was indicated that 
President Meany would revoke the charters of 
the two state organizations and call a joint con- 
vention in Grand Rapids on Feb. 24. Represen- 
tatives of both are expected to attend, to adopt 
a new constitution and to elect new officers. 
Meany obviously means business; and just as 
obviously he has the support of other AFL- 
CIO leaders. If there is to be any “reconcilia- 
tion,” it may come on the conditions set forth 
by the AFL-CIO at the time of the expulsion 
and not by Teamster power politics. 
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A Space Agency, Where? 

No American needs to be convinced of the ut- 
most importance of an outer space development 
program. For reasons of security and scientific 
progress, the nation must not lag in a realm 
that ranges from satellites and anti-missile mis- 
siles to manned space ships and undreamed-of 
things 


By this time, most citizens will also agree that 
the space program should not be involved in 
anything like what was known as the “missiles 
mess.’ That situation proved the need for a well- 
co-ordinated, unified approach to a space pro- 
gram which has a high priority. 

The first question which logically arises about 
a space program is where to put it. What is the 
proper agency of Government? 

Secretary of Defense McElroy has the prom- 
ise of President Eisenhower that a director of 
space development will be appointed. The ap- 
pointment awaits the decision of the President's 
science adviser as to whether the outer space 
program should be under the Defense Depart- 
ment or another and perhaps new agency. 


Fer the present, Mr. Eisenhower told his 
press conference, it will be under Defense. But 
he is seeking word from his adviser on estab- 
lishment of a special scientific space program 
apart from military projects. 

Senate Democratic Leader Johnson has of- 
fered a resolution to set up a Senate committee 
to hear the President’s recommendations. But 
meanwhile Congress has pending a compromise 
bill, approved by Senate-House conferees, to 
place the outer space program under Secretary 
McElroy for one year. Then there would be 
time for fuller consideration of the space agen- 
cy's future location. 


If there is to’ be an agency for non-military 
scientific projects, it could. be placed under a 
number of agencies—the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, for example. Or it could be independent. 

But any space agency which has to deal pri- 
marily with military projects ought to be placed 
in the Pentagon, which is the only agency re- 
sponsible for defense matters. 

Putting a space agency in the Defense De- 
partment would not violate the principle of civil- 
ian control of the military—or of space projects. 
The Defense Secretary is a civilian, the head of 
the project could be a civilian, and civilian sci- 
entists could bring to the program a level of 
knowledge and insight not often achieved by 
men trained for military responsibility But 
military men who know they may have to use 
weapons developed from space research could 
bring to the program a sense of mission 

Thus the temporary solution proposed in the 
pending congressional legislation may well sug- 
gest the outline, at least, for a more lasting 
solution. The bill would place responsibility for 
a space program in the Defense Department, 
under civilian leadership. Right now that is 
where a military space agency seems to belong. 
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Secrets Will Out 


The Pentagon’s decision to remove the secrecy 
classification from World War II bows and ar- 
rows just goes to show that secrets cannot be 
kept forever. It is true that some effort by a 
House committee was required to reveal this 
classified project, but sooner or later, no doubt, 
the public was bound to hear about so unusual 
a development in American small arms. 

Bows and arrows are a late Stone Age devel- 
opment, but the Army’s bows and darts (to be 
exact) carried the program to a later, more 
sophisticated stage of utility. The Army used 
rubber bands. Using these for power, the bows 
made darts lethal at 50 yards, or something less 
than the range of English long bows which 
French knights discovered at Agincourt in 1415. 

Before anyone assumes that the Pentagon sim- 
ply finds it easier to stamp something secret 
than not to stamp it at all, we must point out 
that the bows and darts might conceivably have 
been used in jungle fighting, as a surprise 
weapon. A surprise does have to be kept secret, 
else it is no surprise. Thus David's slingshot 
was a surprise to Goliath. Like bows and arrows, 
that also is declassified information. 
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Under the Plaza 

The Board of Estimate’s rejection of a pro- 
posed underground garage in the Plaza area ex- 
tends only to the terms of the particular proposi- 
tion with which it was faced—not to the basic 
concept of an underground parking facility 
across from Kiel Auditorium. 

Accordingly the door is still open for further 
talks with the redeveloper, Missouri Urban 
Redevelopment Corp., or with others. And if the 
city could negotiate a deal that seemed legal 
and reasonable, undoubtedly it would jump at 
the chance. The parking need is real enough, 
but without statutory help from the Missouri 
Legislature it is extremely doubtful if the city 
could finance the project itself 

St. Louis is the only municipality in the state 
that lacks authority to pledge parking meter re- 
ceipts to help retire revenue bonds. The reve- 
nue bond method is considered the most prac- 
tical approach to municipal activity in a field 
such as this. So long as the Legislature refuses 
to untie the city’s hands, the principal hope for 
an underground garage in the Plaza rests on 
the possibility of striking a deal with a private 
developer. 

One of the difficulties with Missouri Urban’s 
proposal is that it provided for the construction 
of a helicopter landing port in the park area 
above the parking garage, It is doubtful if the 
city could authorize this even if it wanted to. 
Under the bond issue that financed the purchase 
of this site, a park is supposed to come into 
being, not a heliport—justifiable as the latter 
might be downtown. : 

Comptroller Poelker has been authorized to 
continue talking with Missouri Urban, which is 
headed by St. Louis county Assessor Francis H. 
Kennedy. A deal under which Missouri Urban 
leased the land from the city for a nominal sum, 
and then constructed and operated the facility, 
might prove profitable to the ‘corporation and 
useful to the city.

Why Charles Starkweather Became a Killer 


Teen-Aged Murderer Used a Gun as Quick Way to Revive a Defeated Ego

LINCOLN, Nebr 
Charles Starkweather, 19-year-old 
killer from Lincoln, Nebr., was one 
of seven children. His parents were 
poor. He was not as tall as the aver- 
age boy his own age and his intel- 
ligence quotient was somewhat lower. 
He quit school at 16. His teachers 
said he wouldn't accept responsibility 
He exhibited an interest in art and 
woodwork He had no occupational 
skills that he seemed to use profit- 
ably, though his 
own hands kept his 
“hot rod” running.

long. These are the 
obvious facts.

cent people—10 of them in less than 
a week—including a 3-year-old child.

His ego was empty and defeated.

There was for him a short road to 
power—the way of the gun 

Here was an “occupation” skill he 
could have in a hurry. With the gun 
he could be master. With the gun he 
could push big names to the inside 
pages on the press.

THE WHITE FATHERS, by Glenn D. 


Kittler. (Harper, 299 pgs., $5.) 


“The White Fathers” is the history 
of a little-known society of Catholic 
missionaries that has been warking in 
north and central Africa for nearly 
90 years. Their efforts to bring .the 
light of Christianity to the Dark Con- 
tinent assures them a prominent place 
in the history of Christianity in Africa. 

The book opens with. an account 
of the seemingly senseless murder of 
a typical White Father by Algerian 
guerrillas last year.. They mistakenly 
believed he had betrayed them to the 
French. As one learns more about 
the White Fathers the priest's death 
seems less senseless. 

Cardinal Lavigerie, the remarkably 
able and farsighted founder, wrote 
“approved for martyrdom” on the ap- 
plications of the first priests to join 
the society. The Arabs with whom the 
society does most of its work believe 
they are privileged to kill any Moslem 
who becomes a Christian. 


Cardinal Lavigerie set out to make 
the church in Africa one by and for 
Africans. He sought missiqnpries pho 


could be the most feared and wanted 
man anywhere He could have the 
conventional symbols of power guess- 
ing as he slipped through the police 
nets 

This is not the only way a defeated 
ego escapes its haunting emptiness 
It is one way. It was Starkweather's 
Way. 

Such a killer does not start shoot- 
ing down real people immediately. 
There is a time of fantasy building. 
A time in which the imagination plays 
upon murder scenes, when the quick 
draw is simulated, when the firing 
piece Is nursed and studied and han- 
dled with almost child-like affection. 


The potential murderer of this type 
probably does not believe, in these 
beginning stages of fantasy play, that 
he will someday be a real killer. But 
the time comes when the ego de- 
mands can no longer be contained in 
the inner world of fantasy. 


The immediate provocation may be 
an empty pocket, a pretty girl, or a 
lone man anda cash register in a 
familiar place. Once the _ horrible 
deed is done, the ego rewards gen- 
erate the necessity to do it again, and 
the city is in terror 

Such killers are remorseless. When 
Charles Starkweather’s gun was emp- 
ty and: the officers held him fast, he 
could say only, “I killed them all.” 

Potentially murderous types such as 
Starkweather are generally difficult 
to identify in advance, for the cruel 
fantasies are often retained behind a 
rather timid and inoffensive exterior 

Charles Starkweather did not in- 
herit the murderous pattern that has 
cast a long and horrible shadow across 
this grief-stricken city. What unique 
sensibilities he may have inherited I 
cannot know 

One can only guess what difference 
it might have made if something in 


proach their national problems with 
a bit more good humor. A good car- 
toon, joke, or quip can many times 
dispel a tense political situation and 
restore a sense of balance 

For a long time neighboring 
Chileans have devastatingly carica- 
tured their political leaders and writ- 
ten humorous anecdotes that sent 
Santiago into gales of laughter that 
echoed across the Andes onto the 
lonely pampas.

Even Aunt Vincenta, as the name

loved Africa and God so much that 
they would be willing to work among 
the Arabs for a lifetime with little 
hope of converting even a single 
Arab. 

They were to make _ themselves 
like the Arabs as much as possible. 
They were to rely on medical clinics, 
orphanages, schools and works of 
charity in spreading their faith. The 
cardinal was determined to do what 
he could to stamp out slavery. The 
White Fathers ransomed slaves 
wherever and whenever they could. 


The society had its martyrs, killed 
by desert bandits and by hostile jun- 
gle tribes. But it also grew and 
opened missions in British East Africa, 
the Congo and French West Africa 
as well as in the north. Today the 
2253 White Fathers, who are named 
for the color of their habit, and the 
1200 White Sisters are the largest 
missionary society in Africa. 

The author gives no statistics on 
conversions. Among the measures of 
the society's success are the 109 mis- 
sion stations supervised by African 
clergy and the 14,000 schools it op- 
erates. Mr. Kittler presents a view of

A show’by two women paint- 
ers, Jane M. Pettus and Nancy 
Singer, phus an Oriental bazaar 
of objects brought back by 
Jaquelin Ambler from a year’s 
study abroad, make up the cur- 
rent teéefilng content of the 
Artist's “Guild galleries. The 
galleries are at 812 Union bou- 
levard. 

This isethe first major exhi- 
bition for both women in St. 
Louis; Mrs. Singer held a one- 


man show in New York two 
years ago. They share space in 
the larg@ gallery about the 
walls and0n free-standing dis- | 
play panels, and Mrs. Singer’s 
paintings overflow to wall areas 
of the balcony stairway. 

Mrs. Sifiger is exhibiting oils, | 
watercolors and drawings, some 
of which radiate extravagant | 
exuberance and energy. Her 
“Flaming Night” is done en- 
tirely in flares of red-orange 
on black—an effect of a fiery 
industrial operation in the 
darkness. Her ‘“‘Goddess” is a 
figure wearing long, straight 
drapery, with arms _ upraised | 
in a metaphorical likeness to a 
candle. This is done in yellow 
on a rosy orange. ‘“‘Masks’”’ is | 
a couple of ragged areas, like 
torn draperies, in ‘bright red | 
placed on somber red. | 

Traffic-Stopper. 

The traffic-stopper in Mrs 
Singer’s department is ‘“Stand- | 
ing Nude,” a pale green, swi-| 
vel-hipped figure seen from) 
the back and extending almost | 
the height of the large canvas. | 
She wears a beret of vivid 
blue. Beyond this figure is 
seen a faeade of buildings that 
appear to be partly enveloped 
in flames or pink-tinted steam. 
Crossing this composition diag- 
onally .are two perspective 
lines whose vanishing point is 
at the figure’s upraised right 
forearm, “It will take further 
study to determine what this 
is all about, but it has a certain 
compelling quality. 

On the quieter side are Mrs.

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Visitors Say U.S. Schools Have Fine | 


Physical Plants but Fail in Basic 


Education. % 


United States high 
schools have excellent physical 
plants, but they offer easier 


courses of instruction than 
schools abroad and suffer from 
a general lack of discipline, 
foreign students visiting St. 
Louis said today. 

The students who gave their 
views are among 34 delegates 
to the New York Herald Trib- 
une. High School Forum in- 
vited here under auspices of 


‘the Post-Dispatch. They have 


inspected high schools on the 
East Coast and in the St. Louis 
area. 


Gerd Greif of Goslar, Ger- 
many, 17 years old. seemed ap- 
palled at the informal atmos- 
phere of the American public 
school classroom and the dis- 
respect for teachers. He spoke 
of having seen girls making up 
their finger-nails and combing 
their hair as instruction was 
going on. 


‘We Stand for Teacher.’ 

“We stand up when the 
teacher enters the room,” he 
said, adding that when a stu- 
dent at his school 
teacher or principal in the hall, 
there is a formal bow of rec- 
|ognition, rather than an in- 
‘formal “Hi,” with casually up- 
lifted hand. 

Like his fellow foreigners, 
Gerd had little apparent sym- 
pathy with the problems in- 
volved in teaching masses of 
children of various’. back- 
grounds and abilities. He said 
there was too little emphasis 
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on basic education, too much 
on “practical” work 
“High schools,” Gerd said 


“are there to develop the in- 
tellect and help young people 
to learn to think logically — 
not to practice typing and driv- 
ing automobiles. People who 
take such subjects are wasting 
time.” 

Miss Naila Ahmed of Ka- 
rachi, Pakistan, 17, was much 
impressed by the school build- 
ings and the instructional aids 
she had seen in St. 
elsewhere, but she felt that 
high school students in Paki- 
stan were learning more at one- 
fourth the expense. 

Little Discipline Here. 

“I think your facilities 
wonderful, but you could make 
better use of them,” she said 
Of discipline, she added: “They 
chew gum, eat candy, talk and 
sleep in class, and the teache 
just sits there and listens. In 
Pakistan, we would be sent to 
the principal.”

JOHANNESBURG, Feb. 6 
(UP)—A group of South Afri- 
can anthropologists claim they 
have found the oldest known 
remains of a true man, as com- 
pared with the more primitive 
ape-men 

The skull and bones of so- 
called Telanthropus were found 
in the same dolomite cave in 
Sterkfontein in the Transvaal 
where Dr. Robert Broom found 
remains of Australopithecus, 
the most advanced known ape- 
man 

Also found with Telanthro- 
pus were chipped stone imple- 
ments, which contrasted greatly 
with the primitive bone imple- 
ments used by the ape-man and 
found in the same cave

In the Middle 
Of Poison Spray 


WE ARE INTERESTED in the correspondence and in- 
formation_that have come in regarding the use by the 
Department of Agriculture and private citizens of such 
poisonous chlorinated hydro-carbons as DDT, Dieldrin, 
Heptachior and others. 

One entomologist 
states: “We live in an 
age of insects and are go- 
ing to fight them with 
every means at our com- 
mand” He fails, how- 
ever, to note two things: 
That man is largely re- 
sponsible for the “explo- 
sion” of insect popula- 
tions in modern times by 
having gotten his en- 
vironment so badly out 
of balance; and that, by 
attempting wholesale 
poisoning of insects, he 
may “throw the baby out 
with the bath” and pol- 
son himself. Sedly sci- 
ence has become so spe- 
cialized that we never 
seem to consider correct- 
ing such evils as an over- 
supply of insects by bringing about a little better balance 
in the biota 

A letter from John H. Baker, president of National 
Audubon Society, states 

“The USDA is tough when it comes to bulidozing its 
programs through, regardiess of public opposition. How- 
ever, this topic is pretty hot and interest is growing 
among other than conservation groups. Connecticut has 
announced it declines to participate in the USDA pro- 
gram for gypsy moth control which involves broadcast- 
ing DDT. 

“The Food and Drug Administration announces that, 
fn the light of new information, it has lowered the toler- 
ance limit on DDT in milk from .25 to zero. Defensive 
statements come from departments of agriculture, state 
plant boards and agricultural research stations. They lim- 
it their assertions, generally without supporting evidence, 
to immediate killing effects and shy away from reference 
te cumulative effects or chronic toxicity of the poisons, 
which is the main burden of the Audubon Society's com- 
plaint.” 


A bulletin from the Sport Fishing Institute 
devotes two pages to current spray programs. 
They point out the repeated damage to salmen and 
salmon foods on the Miramichi river drainage itn 
New Brunswick from DDT spraying for spruce 
budwerm control. In 1955 the kill of trout and 
trout foods in the streams of Yellowstone National 
Park as a result of DDT spraying was heavy. But 
compared with Dieldrin the earlier hydre-carbons 
such as DDT are suger candy. HK is estimated 
that the two-pound-per-acre concentration of Diel- 
Grin planned fer the USDA “fire ant control pro- 
gram” in nine states is equal te 40 pounds ef DDT 
per acre; when we know that two pounds ef DDT 
is damaging to useful insects, fish, birds and many 
forms of wildlife. And when ene considers that 
40,000,000 pounds of the poison will be purchased 
if the program goes through, the pressure from 
manufacturers will undoubtedly be great. 


In the Journal of Wildlife Management for January. 
ichthyologist Harrington and entomologist Bidlingmayer of 
the Florida State Board of Health report on the e 
caused by Dieldrin to fishes and invertebrites’ in ‘thé 
Gitches and salt water marshes along Indian river, St. 
~ Lucie county, on the Florida east ocast. Applied over 
2000 acres at the rate of one pound per acre to kill sand- 
fly larvae, the Dieldrin destroyed all fish life including 
@ vast number of baby tarpon—one of Florida's most val- 
Able game fishes. The large game and food fishes died 
*Tirst—more than 1,000,000 of 30 species. Crustaceans and 
@quatic crabs were exterminated. Fish commuting’ be- 
tween Indian river and the marsh were also destroyed. 


AN ARTICLE in The American Journal of Tropical 
Medicine and Hygiene reports concentrations of Dieldrin 
as small as one-quarter pound per acre as being harmful 
to fish and other aquatic life. Experiments of the United 
States Public Health Service prove toxicity in run-off wa- 
ter lasts many weeks. On the west coast in the San 
Francisco area, countiess fish in the bay have been killed 
by run-off from poison agricultural sprays epplied in the 
far-away Sacramento valley. 

Wherever we look the story is the same—and we 
know that when insects and fish are killed by these poisons, 
So are many forms of wildlife that naturally depend on 
_them for food: the wading birds, shorebirds, waterfow!l, 
songbirds—and also the furbearers that inhabit the sprayed 
areas. All over the world, conservation-minded people are 
worried about the effect of these poisons—so that we have 
.Teports from Canada, Belgium, France, Peru, Nigeria on 
regulation or prohibition of their use. 


WE ARE NOT GOING TO DO AWAY with poison 
‘sprays unless we find less harmful substances to kill or 
control harmful insects. But it is utterly essential that 
-'we know more about them and about the biology of the 
insects we are trying te control. It is also essential that 
‘we know more about the side effects of the poisons: what 
else do they kill besides the insect we are shooting for, 
what are their cumulative effects and their chronic toxicity. 
It seems to me that manufacturers must assume more re- 
sponsibility here, instead of merely saying: “Well, you 
asked for a poison to kill potato bugs, and we gave you 
one,” which seems pretty much today’s attitude.

Here Are Ways to Make It, Both With and Without Cornstarch

FOLLOWING our disserta- 
tion on how to relieve the mo- 
notony of the morning re- 
cently. we received a note from 
one of our readers who felt 
that we, and perhaps the rest 
of the world, would like to 
hear about a for morn- 
ing eggs origina by her teen- 
aged daughter. “She would eat 
them no other way,” the mother 
writes, “if I didn’t put my foot 
down.” Here's the recipe, and 
if your appetite for eggs is 
jaded, you might like to try it: 


Break four eggs into a bow! 
and prick the yolks with a 
fork. Add a generous amount 
of Philadelphia cream cheese, 
cut in half-inch cubes. Beat 
lightly, salt and pepper. 


Put a couple of tablespoons 
of grease in a heavy skillet and 
heat it until it reaches the 
smoking point. Add the egg 
mixture and stir it fast and 
furiously while it cooks, for 
about a minute. Then lift them 
end turn them until they're 
well done, but not too dry. 

If you do it right. our cor- 
respondent reports, the cheese 
will stay in chuck form. Well, 
that’s something. 


FROM another réader comes 
this plea: “Could you find me 
a really good recipe for lemon 
pie like my Aunt Anne u to 
make. All 1 can tell you for 
sure is no cornstarch, one lemon 
and three egg yolks. My lemon 
pie always turns out) like a 
cream pie with an. artificial 
flavor.
